backwardness, and to open new roads toward progress and democracy. 

In present-day world c onditions, , the reasons and possibilities of infer- 
|j nationalism are alive and ope rative more than ever, Looking at the 
y experiences of our country and party, we can say that new vast masses of 
workers and young people of every orientation are taking an increasingly 
|j active part in the internationalist struggles of solidarity. This occurred 
III in the case of Vietnam, the other peoples of Indochina, Mozambique, Guinea- 
II Bissau and Angola. This occurred in the popular mobilization against the 
dictatorships oppressing Portugal and Greece. A vast movement is developing 
in support of the Spanish people in their struggle against the last fascist 
regime existing in Europe, and for the release of Comrade Luis Corvalan 
and the other Chilean patriots and an end to the military dictatorship 
in that country. 

In general, we base ourselves upon the observation that the movement of 
emancipation of the workers and the peoples by becoming broader has also 
become richer and more articulated. The advancement of mankind necessarily 
comes about through new experiences and /n ^w and different roads in the 
struggle for national li beratio n, demo cf^ti^ progress and to bui ld a^

Therefore, in our view the recognition and respect of the full independence 
of each country, of each progressive movement and of each communist and 
workers party, is a principle of decisive and (?drastic) importance. 
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As regards relations between connr.unist and workers parties, it seems to us 
that they should be imbued with the spirit of friendship and solidarity 
and at the same’ time, we favor an open and frank comparison of different 
experiences and positions*

important questions, and we agree that the problems that ar ise must be 
discussed in a climate of comradeship within the framework ot the inalienablp 

norms ot equality and respect tor the autonomy of each party. —
